A Teen Walks into the Library Course

A new collection from the Missouri State 
Archives is now available through Missouri 
Digital Heritage. The Affidavits of Age Collection 
contains handwritten statements from Missouri 
judges from the mid-19th century verifying 
their age with the secretary of state’s office. 
As outlined in the Missouri Constitution (1820), 

judges had to be at least 30 years old, but birth 
certificates were not issued or maintained by the 
government at that time.

•	 Missouri Legislative Districts: View the 
Missouri congressional districts and state 
house and senate districts in this online map 
with layers that may be added or removed 
to best fit the patron’s needs.

•	 Lobbying Searches: Search for registered 
lobbyists, principals and expenditures from 
the Missouri Ethics Commission.
